LAS VEGAS, October 31, 2006 — The U.S. Department of Energy (DOE) has scheduled a fourth public scoping
meeting and has extended the public comment period to December 12, 2006, to help DOE determine the scope of the
Supplemental Yucca Mountain EIS. Since the Yucca Mountain Final EIS was issued in 2002, DOE has continued to
develop the repository design and associated operational plans. The Supplemental Yucca Mountain EIS will address
current repository design and operational plans.

The meetings provide the public the opportunity to meet with project officials to discuss issues concerning new
information to be included in the supplement, including the process for developing an environmental impact statement.
